Prof. H. Lee Donovan, of this city, 
has the following article In “The 
Elevator.” the western normal 
school pu Plication: 

In reviewing the relation tnat 
should exist between the State Nor- 
mal and city schools, we are discuss- 
ing Institutions which should he very 
closely related. The state normal 
ha* its existence because of the pub- 
lic schools, while the public schools 
could hardly expect to be a success 
I If Indeed, they survived, were it not 
^for normal schools or Institution* 
which would do the work of the 
normal. 

The normal school should be the 
fountain head of the public school 
system of the state Some may chal- 
lenge this statement and say the 
stato university should have first 
place. Pre-eminently the business of 
the unlverstti is to make scholars. 



teacher gets her practical training In 
school room mating* ment. The sub- 
ject matter and the details of school 
management are brought out and dis- 
cussed by wise critics and cxpprt 
teachers here, us In norther place 
This Is a training every teaclwr 
should have, though many students 
who are preparing to tench lead them- 
selves to think It Is not worth while. 
As a student In the normal, 1 be- 
lieved that all that wa* necessary 
for a teacher was a clear understand- 
ing of the subject mutter to be 
taught. But after more than n year’s 
experience 1 have been convinc'd 
that the very thing I fought as a 
student has given ine the most aid 
as a teacher. 

Teaching should be a professlonfor 
all who follow It, but with many It 
is a trade. The mereenary spirit 
prompts many teachers to tnke up 
the work. Too many city teachers 
lack the spirit which Inspired George 
Herbert Palmer to say, “Harvard 
college pays me for doing what I 
would gladly pay It for allowing me 
to do." I do not think one should 
despise money; hut love of wor|| and 
not salary should Induce one to lake 
up teaching. It Is most desirable 
that the city teacher possess a pro- 
fesetonal spirit, that her vocation 
may be lifted above the ordinary 
wage earner, and the worker trans- 
figured. vjhe state normal dlgnlfl"*! 
the teaching profession; It electrlfle< 
the teacher with a professional xcnl 
and send* It* students out Into th • 
field ready “to take up the work in 
the spirit of self-sacrifice.” 

Having briefly reviewed the rela 
tlon that should exist between the 
state normal and city schools, a* I 
t»-e it, I wish to be frank and say, as 
vet. | do not believe the proper rela- 
tion exists between the two Instltu 
lions. The pub”c has not yet awak- 
ened to the realisation of the true 
value of the norma! school, and con- 
s' quentiy the popular demand has 
not .become sufficiently great as to 
cause every teacher to f‘>-k some pro- 
fessional training, ^ot only Is the 
public Ignorarft of the true worth of 
the state normal, but many teachers 
think the normal school la a place 
for one of meager edneatinu, that 
they may get auch Instruction In the 
common b-xnrhes a* to enable them 
to get a certificate to Bach. The 
fact is tnat one should not enter the 
normal school until they have fin- 
ished a high school or its equivalent, 
and are ready to tao their two or 
three years’ work of preparation for 
teaching. 

The normal school* were ertab- 
llshed and are maintained primarily 
for the purpose of training teachers 
They have much to give the city 
teacher Any one seeking profes- 
sional training with the purpose of 
teaching In the city school* of this 
state should endeavor to obtain this 
training from a Kentucky normal 
school, because Kentucky .normal 
schools are bent prepared to train 
Kentucky tehrher*. There are ch*'- 
acterlstlc* peculiar to our own state, 
as Is true of every state, due to lo 
ration, sectional difference#, climate, 
soil and public spirit. Our normal 
schools, as leader* of the educatlon-
